The Tarters do them much hart ſucpri- 
zes; who as ſoon as they have done their'fear, and firid the Po/es advancing, 
betake theraſe]ves to their heels with their pray, and ſell cheir priſpners to 
the Turks, by whom they are made flaves.- - | 

The Po/anders,(anciently called Sarmats) were very redoubtable tothe 
Romanes, and conremned their power , they embraced che doftrine of the 
Goſpel, and fince learning and ſciences IPOD Vogue'a them, 
they are extreamly civilized, as all other nations likewiſe are, which have 
changed the darkneffe of ignorance into light, and their bruiciſh manners 
into amiable ſociety. The Latine. tongue is'fo common chem, 
that there are very few Gentlemen who dv not fpeak' it. The cuftome of 
drawing a ſword, when the. Prieſt recited the Goſpel jn the Maſs, is now

Yet is it alſo very true on the 0 
ther fide, that vice hath placed irs dwelling with them, as well as elſewhere; 
and that the contempt of the Lawes is not lefſe amongſtthem, than in any 
other part of Exrgfe. They who travel! through Poland and Hungery,carry 
their beds wich themz yea, and ſometimes their vi&uals too*, to fhan che 
hazard of an ill ſupper, and a hard lodging. Theſe two. Nations have # 
faſhion of cloathing, almoſt alike, whi differ very-lictle; and they

The King of Swedex found work enough to do, with two fo potent enemies 
upon bis skirts; but that which moſt croubled him was, that he couſd nor 
bring the Denes to any Compolition,(o that ,in fine,having loft Colmer,with 
above a hundred pieces of Canon, fix ſhips of war, the Iſle of Bornbolm, and 
ſome other,alſo forced to bow to old age,and affiifions (catfed by chefe Jof- 
ſes)be fell fick, and coming to die,made way for that great Captain Gufteras 
Adolpbus,the very relation of whoſe vitorics makes the world tremble. 

Charles was a Prince of great courage,and a lover of the Laws,for the one- 
ly defence whereof, the Swedes afhirm,tliat he accepred the Crown; and nor 
through any ambition he had to be a King. He inclined a hetle rowards the 
Reformates, and could not endure to have prayers made in Latix. He was 
ſpeechlefſe ſome time before his death and was much more prone to rigour, 
x 32 moderation; yes, even to Tyranny it ſelf; which is a vice much obſer- 
ved in the ſucceſſours of Erick, after they are paſt fourty years old. 

The Danes, ſayling with che wind in poupe, took many ſhips near Elſex + 
burgh, together with the Caftle it (elf. But the Swedes were fully revenged 
upon them,by taking their meaſures well, as it will appear im che continua- 
tion of this Hiſtory, With patience all things are effe Qed.

Yet,the Diſpuce ended not with che life of Arminixs,but was more and more 
kindled by his Diſciples, and chiefly by Vorflixs 3 who, upen the Recom- 
mendation of che Remonſtrancers, was made Profefſour. From Diſputes, 
came Faftions,and Vorſtixs was depoſed,by the threats of the King of Greet 
Britain, In brief, every one takes arms, for his own defence, They of

They who were of bis 
party, for proof of his innocence, repreſented the greatneſs of his ſervices 
and cares, tomaintain the power of the States, And yet howſoever, all his 
triends,melred- (as ic were) like ſnow before the Sun,ofthe Princes Aucho» 
rity : and one of the moſt famous Writers of this Age, ſayes, chat he was 
condemned in the name of the States, but by the prattiſes of King James, 
and Prince Mexrice. There is nothing ſire in this world, and the greateft for-
